Vilius Kavaliauskas, 
press spokesman for the government, told BNS that the prime minister would respond to 
accusations made in the leter "quite soon, though he did not know in what form." Slezevicius, 
who received the letter after having heard of the accusations from journalists, called Ozolas at 9 
A.M. on Friday to ask whether he should put on the handcuffs himself or go to Lukiskes prison to 
have the restraints applied. Ozolas had previously claimed there was enough evidence to put 


handcuffs on the administration leader." 


* LITHUANIANS CELEBRATED LIBERATION DAY
